The following article respecting the King and 
Queen of Spain iscopied from a new publica- 
tion, called “A Visitto Spain during the last 
of the year 1822 and the four first months of 
1823; wit an account of the removal of the 
Court of Madrid to Seville.” It is highly spo 
ken of. 


“Qne day I happened to be in the 
square before the palace, when I observed a 
Humber of state eee going towards the 
principal entrance, 1 was told that the 
king aad ‘the wholéof the Royal Family 
Were just about to tale their @sual prome- 













nade, and [ had the curiosity to see how 
they appeared. The principal entrance 
isa gateway, which during the day time, is 
a common thoroughfare, as it leads to the 
interior square of the palace, in which 
all the officers of state are situated. On 
the right hand is the grand staircase ; it was 
lined with battie-axe guards; a party of the 
Carbineers before noticed, and four or five 
grenadiers, vccupied the jower steps, 
and stood on each side of the king’s car- 
riage, which was in waiting. The infantry 
guards were drawa up in the square before 
the palace, and a body of horse guards, to 
the number of five or six and twenty, was 
waitiag a!so in the square to escort (7. e. 
to guard) the royal carriages. In the pas- 
sage there were two or three fhilitary men 
in undress, and seven or eight vld women, 
who were waiting to present memorials to 
the king ; though they could scarcely have 
been ignorant that the time for asking fa- 
vours from the kiog of Spain was passed. 
After waiting some time, the king aud qneen 
descended the staircase, attended by sever- 
al officers of state, in full dress ; dark blue 
coats, turned up with crimson laced with 
gold, in the usual military fashion, with 
small clothes, and white silk stockings. 
Such was also the dress of the king, in ad- 
dition to which he wore a blue ribban.' over 
his left shoulder, and a star on his breast. 
The Queen, a slight, genteel figure, with a 
small round countenance, feminine and tim- 
id, and not more, I should think, than eigh. | 
teen or nineteen years old, appeared in a | 
pink satin hat, very plain, and a blue silk 
mantle, edged with ermine, which covered 
the remainder of her dress. Her face has

The few days which were to elapse pri- 
or to the sailing of the Albion from Liver- 
pool, enabled me to make a hasty excursion 
to sume of the lakes; after spending the 
moruing in the revival of several frieud- 
ships, l took the evening cvach for Kendal :

‘Two of the offi- 
cers of state placed themselves 
at each side of the carriage door, of- 
fering their shoulders to the assistauce of 
her majesty, while getting in, Lobserved 
that she merely teok the hand of the king, 
aud gotin, sot without same effort, without 
availing herself of the assistance proflered 
by the officers of state. She smiled not; 
she scarcely locked around her, and addres- 
sed nota syllable to any body, The King, 
who isa good portly figare, before he fol- 
lowed the Queen, looked around him like 
a man who wished to give an impression 
that he was a free agent, but who betrayed 
his real state of duress by a certain awkward- 
ness which he could not coutrol. He was 
as reservgg and silent as the queen. ‘There 
is only one siep, which is firmly fixed out- 
side, beneath the door of the carriage, and 
this isso high that both their majesties 
were obliged to ascend to it by means of a 
footstool. The fuotstool was thea strapped 
behind, where it hung dangling as the car- 
riage drove off. Before the left the palace, 
his majesty put out his hand from the win- 
dow, and received the several petitions | 
which were presented to him. Twas rath- 
er surprised that this custom was permitted 
to remain, as it might easily have been 
made the vehicle of peivate communications 
to the king, which the whole system of the 
household was framed to intercept. Don 
Carlos, the king’s eldest brother—and very 
like him, with the exception that his figure 
is short—his wife and family, followed in 
the second coach, equally reserved. Don 
Francisco and his consort followed in the 
third. Hebhas a good face but a short 
figure. In getting in he gave one or two of 
the officers a nod of recognition and forced 
a smile into his countenance, which seemed 
to be very little valued by those for whom 
it was meant. Don Francisco was popular 
hefore the 7th of July; but since that time 
his star has grown pale. The three carria- 
ges rolled away without a cheer, or an ex- 
pression of any sort from the persons pres- 
ent. They were immediately joined by 
three other state carriages, filled with the 
officers of the household, and the whole 
cavalcade was attended by the escort 
already noticed. The infantry received it 
in a respectful manner the band playing, 
and the standard lowered as it passed. 
Thas the king and the Royal Family took 
their rides every afiernoon—the weather 
permiiting—thus attended—thus guarded.

Boardman, a senator in Congress, from the 
State of Connecticut, who died suddenly in 
Ohio, has lately been brought home in this 
acid, at a warm season of the year, without 
the slightest appearance of putrefaction, er 
any change in the features.

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From the Delaware Watchman, 
TO FARMERS. 


As the season is approaching, when we | 
shall deposi our seed wheat in the ground, 
sill it not be to our interest to put io prac- 
tice a remedy for the prevention of the 
Hessian Fly, and cther insects, which have 
heretofore, in many in many instances mu- 
tilated our crops? I say a remedy, because 
I have experienced thc free use of common 
salt to be such, when properly prepared 
and applied, agreeably to the following di- 
rections, viz. Make a pickle, strong as 
salt can meke it, or otherwise procure pork 
or fish pickle, a 
gently teem your wheat; and as the scum 
arises, which is partly composed of those 
sickly grains of wheat, which produce 
smut, skim these off. Chess and garlic 
may, by this method be entirely separated 
from the wheat, so as to leave’it pure at the 
bottom. ‘Fhere let your seed remain for 
the space of twelve hours, after which, 
spread it on a floor to drain and dry a little 
jn order to make it convenient for sowing. 
It will be ‘fonnd adviseable, not to steep a 
greater quantity at one time, thau will serve 
for two or three days seeding, as there will 
be some danger of the graia becoming so 
extremely saturated as to destroy its life and 
nature by delay ; however I have found by 
experieuce that the germe of wheat is not 
“so easily destroyed by salt as I once ima- 
gined ; for whenever I have sown salt upon 
abp wheat ground, which commonly has 
early iu the spring, I have never dis- 
any injurious effects, but greatly 
rse has within a short time been 
ie: I therefore recommended that ev- 
ry farmer make proof of the utility-of salt, 
ay Sowing at least one bushel per acre on 
vheat grounds about the beginning of Apri! ; 
or though I do not consider that so small 
quantity can have much effeet in iertili- 
ing ‘the soil, yet if it does no more than 
Tustrate that element, wherein the Hessian 
“ly, and other insects take so much delight, 
ind become so prolific, it will produce the 
‘emedy hereby intended. In the first in- 
itance the preparation of wheat by pickle 
4s aforesaid, prevents the common mode of 

outrelaction, as the body of the grain be- 
Somes dissolved without signs of corruption, 
consequently, there is nothing left to pro- 
mote generation, neither does there any 
steuch arise from the grounp, to invite the 
Winged tribes to emigrate thither—hence, 
»y annually prectising the rules, as above, 
fall and spring, we may, in a few years, as 
I apprehend, eradicate these evils complain- 
ed of, whether they arise from the fly, the 
louse or some -animalcule, invisible to our 
sight. 
the last mentioned, producing something 
Jike sickness orfeverishness in those grounds 
which are subject to the calamity ot bearing 
studded wheat. I bave not unfrequently 
discovered much the same phenomenon, 
with respect to Indian corn, and have tried 
the experiment of applying salt in the man- 
ner of applying plaster of Paris, by sprink- 
ling it upon the growing corn at an early age 
and though some of the blades were killed, 
‘vet there was soon a succession, and the 
crop prospered ; hence I conclude that the 
farmer’s text should run parallel to. one of 
higher authority—that if the earth has lost 
its savour, wherewith shall it be seasoned 
except wity salt ?
